— Nathaniel C. Rogers, , 
enty-nine, a gallant member of the 
Bourbon county contingent who fol- 
lowed the varying fortunes of the 
Confederacy in the war between the 
States, sank into eternal sleep at 
the Massie Memorial Hospital, in 
this city at 11:30 o'clock, Wednes- 
day night. While a guest at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Warren Rog- 
ers, near Paris, Mr. Rogers sustain- 
ed a fall, in which his hip was 
broken. He was removed to the 
Massie Memorial Hospital, where 
all. was done to make him comfort- 
able. On account of his advanced 
age his recovery was doubtful, and 
on Wednesday night, he answered 
the summons to come to the Great 
Camp in the other land. 

Mr. Rogers was a native of this 
county, a son of the late Harvery 
and Jane Moran Rogers. At the 
age of sixteen he enlisted in the 
Confederate service as a member of 
Ihe company under the command of 
E.' F. Clay, of Paris, who was after- 
ward made Colonel of the Third 
Kentucky Regiment. He was in all 
the principal engagements of that 
great war, and rendered gallant 
and distinguished service. At the 
conclusion of the struggle he re- 
turned to his home in this county 
?.nd engaged in farming, where he 
remained until a few years ago. In 
late years he was a sufferer from 
bronchitis, and had been a resident 
at the Confederate Home, -near Pe- 
wee Valley. When that institution 
was destroyed by Are recently Mr. 
Rogers came to Paris, where he has 
since been a guest at the home of 
his brothers, Warren and Lewis Rog- 
ers, near Cane Ridge.

At a conference between a com- 
mittee of the Paris City Council and 
the Paris Board of Education, held 
recently, in an effort to get at the 
annual budget for the schools, the 
fact developed that the colored jan- 
itor at the Western High School, 
colored, received a higher salary 
per" month than did the teachers. 

A new qualification and salary 
schedule will be adopted this week 
by the Paris City Schools, and the 
teachers for the next school term 
will be selected on these schedules.

A meeting in the interest of for- 
warding education in the county 
schools will be held Monday night 
in* the gymnasium of the Millersburg 
Military Institute. The principal 
speaker on the program will be 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction George Colvin, of Frank- 
fort. 

A reception, largely attended, 
and marked with many pleasing 
features was given in tb.e Paris High 
School auditorium Wednesday night 
from 7:30 to 11:30 o'clock, by the 
members of the Junior Class. 

The sessions of the summer 
chools will be liberally patronized 
by the teachers of the Paris City 
Schools. Many will attend the 
Eastern Kentucky State Normal 
School at Richmond and the Univer 
sity of .Kentucky, at Lexington, 
while the University of Illinois, the 
University of Michigan, the Peabody 
Normal School, the University of 
Chicago and Cornell University, 
will also have their share of attend- 
ants from the city and county 
schools.

The manufacture of 
butter in this country is at present 
a little less than a year ago, ami 
consumption is heavy, so that the 
market as a consequence has re- 
mained firm. If present weather 
continue? it should bring a larger 
production of butter each week 
from now on. 

Receipts of live poultry have 
continued extremely light, and on 
account of the heavy demand for 
fowl for the Jewish holidays, live 
poultry has sold at record prices. 
The movement of live fowl from the 
farmers in Southern States is be- 
ginning to increase and prospects 
are for slightly lower prices. 

Production and receipts of eggs 
have continued to show material in- 
creases, but, on account of the heavy 
demand from consumers and the fact 
that at this time of the year eggs, 
on account of quality, are being 
put into storage, markets have con- 
tinued on a high level.
